As we stated last week there 
are many reasons why the receipts should be 
very large now. Allthe Western rivers are in 
fair boating order; the roads are in good con- 
dition, and the weather is warm and pleasant 
All those things are conducive to large re- 
ceipts. We have avout made up the amount 
short for small receipts for the first three 
months of the season, and if large receipts 
continue we shall be drawing on the amount 
due at the ports next spring. After next 
week we shall expect emaller receipts for 
three weeks to come, and, if so, a rebound in 
the price from its present low State. 

Several times this season we have stated 
we exoected the receipts to be 200,000 bales 
some one week this winter,and this week they 
are a fraction over those figures, being 45,000 
bales yesterday. The receipts in this city for 
the week are 4,850 bales, being 500 bales more 
than the receipts in the city of Macon, and 
700 more than the receipts in the city of Co- 
lumbus, for same time. We have no doubt 
received cur largest week’s receipt now, and 
from this time we expect them to decrease. 

The estimate of the crop by the Financial 
Chronicle of New York is over 4,000,000, and 
this only confirms our ideas often expressed 
in these papers.

Those who expect the very large receipts 
to put cotton down much below the pres 
ent prices, have surely forgotien last year 
in October, when the receipts were so 
very large, being over ’'200,000 bales more 
for September and October than for any 
other year since the war. Still, on ac- 
couat of the active demand, the price rose 
from 19 to 20 cents, and now the price is 3} 
cents lower than last year, and ma.y believe 
the crop will be larger. 

Spot cotton and contracts are both as low 
now, when all things are considered, as they 
were on November 6th, when middlings in 
New York were 18 5-8 and January contracts 
were 13 cents. Gold is one cent better for 
cotton ;; exchange is one-half a cent better; 
and freights are 1 cent in favor of cotton.

Editors Constitution: ‘Io your valuable paper of 
yesterday, in an editorial upon Fulton Superior 
Court, you express the opinion that the At‘anta Cir 
cuit should be reduced to one county and our Supe- 
rior Court made a perpe'ua) court. My dear sirs, you 
certainly have not r flected upon this matter. Ai- 
ready our people are groaning under the heavy bar- 
dens of a taxation gricvous to be borae, to an ext nt 
unknown before in the his ory of our vood old State. 
Now it is propored to inflict upon the people of 
Atlanta and Fuiton County s perpetuai court the cost 
of running of which, we are rliabiy informed, + ben 
the machinery is ia fu'l operation, is not less thon 
two hnndred doNars per day! Would not this be 
paying too dear forthe music? Ought not oar reliet 
tocoue from anotber quarter? Is«not the time of 
th‘s court of big machiner) too much tasen up with 
frivolous c°ses which ought to be disposed in the City 
Court? Cases of misd« meapor cou'd wel! be tried in 
the City Ocurt or in the Justices’ Couris, as was once 
the law, with a jury of five wen. 

Jadge hopkins has labored long aud faithfally, but 
it is requiring too much of h'm, too much of jurors, 
too much ef the attorneye, too much of parties and, 
eepeciaily, too much of our tsx-payers, for this 
court to eit more than two montns at each term. 
Money has to be used for other departme: ts of the 
county, euch as bridges, roads, paupers. jail, etc., 
therefore the sessions of this court shou!d ba limited 
in time The Legisiature should rase anact rot al- 
lowing it to ait longer tnan sxteen weeks in tnis 
county annually, and then if the court cannot keep 
up with its business, Jet a portion of its jariedictiun 
be transferred to othr ccurta not so expensive in 
their worki: ge. 

There is no cause of complsint against Judge Hop. 
kins. He, no dou:>t, runs the court wiih a view tu 
ec nomy, in fuct we kLow be does; but it is obliged 
to be expensive under its present organization of 
about fifty jurors and a large oorpe of officers. there- 
fore, ite sessions ou. ht to be limited, and, if nced be, 
a portion of ite jurisdiction trausferred. Ought not 
our legisiators, jadges and lawyers louk to shi. mit- 
ter? CiTIzsNs.
